TIE UP TORONTO PLANTS | 


All plants of the metal trades industry, 
‘forty factories engaged in the manuv- 
facture of garmenta, and building op- 
erations of various proportions 
throughout the city and its suburbs 
were tied up this morning when sev- 
eral thousand workers laid down tools 
at the order of the strike committee of 
the central labor council. 

There is no outward evidence of a 
large strike. The services vital to the 
community have not yet been affected 
by any strike order. The street rail- 
way men are to meet shortly, civic fire. 
men are voting upon action to enforce 
demands which have been standing for 
some months, and civic employés of 
other departments have agreed to 
strike with the workers upon public 
utilities, while the strike committee de- 
clares it is as anxious to maintain or- 
der as any other body in the city, and 
asks the policemen to remain on duty.

AUSTRIAN TREATY ouTLINE |} 


PARIS, May 30.—[By the Associated 
Press.]—-A summary of the skeleton of 
the Austrian treaty submitted to the 
smaller nations Thursday for examina- 
tion is remarkable chiefly for its omis- 
sions and reservations. Subject head- 
ing after subject heading is followed 
either by a noncommittal display of 
blank paper, r bling a censored 
rench newspaper “ discussion ” of the 


controversial part of the day's diplo-}- 


matic developments, or by the state- 
ment, “ This clause reserved.” 

This applies particularly to definition 
of the southern frontier, the repara- 
tions clauses, and the question of Ital- 
ian rights under the political clauses. 
The greater part of the summary, in 
fact, is devoted to those clauses which 
are practically identical with the Ger- 
man treaty. 

. Clauses on Frontiers. 

“The new clauses are chiefly thosg 
dealing with frontiers, finance, and the 
internal affairs_of the new states and 
of Austria itself. Under the latter 
heading come the disputed provisos for 
the protection of racial minorities in 
the new states, against which it is un- 
derstood the representatives of the 

w states may address a protest to 
the council of four and also ask for 
revision cf the financial clauses, par- 
ticularly that part requiring the new 
states te compensate Austria for pub- 
sic Property. 

Austria also is bound by the treaty 


- to respect the rights and privileges of

The treaty will consist of a pre-

‘ Outlines New Frontiers. 

Part 2 deals with frontiers. That 
with Czecho-Slovakia follows practical-

tier with Switzerland, the question of 
the union of Voraberg with Switzer-

Part 8 contains political clauses, 
including alse some of the reserved 
geographical provisos and clauses es- 
tablishing mixed. commissions to de- 
termine them later. The sections re- 
ferring to Italy are all omitted. Others 
deal with the future relations of Aus- 
tria with Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, 
Poland, Hungary, and Russia.

ST. LOUIS MARCH; 
70 ARE SOLDIERS 


St. Louis, Mo, May 30.—Seventy 
members of the 354th and 365th in- 
fantry regiments, and sixty spectators, 
mostly women, were prostrated by the 
heat today in a five and a half mile 
welcome home parade of the regiments, 
police records tonight showed. — 

The temperature during the parade 
was 87 degrees.

WHY NOT ORGANIZE OURSELVES? 


One Umberto Colarisso, taken in a police raid, 
informs the police that “in six months there will 
be no United States. The government will be over- 
thrown. The people, to whom the country belongs, 
will rule.” | 

Umberto ts an Italian. He comes to Chicago by 
way of Mexico. There are quite a few of the same 
brand in this country. Nevertheless, we do not 
think Umberto is right. We should like to hear— 
or see—what a buck private just back in “ God’s 
eountry ™ from France would say to or do to Um- 
berto if Umberto told him what he told the police 
captain. | 

No, Umberto and company, the United States 
which you have come so far to abolish will be here 
longer than you think. There may be enough of 
you at large to make mischief, but when you start 
your revolution the real American people, to whom 
the country’ belongs, will have something to say 
about it. The real Americans do not do much falk- 
ing on soap boxes or in cellars, but they do not need 
to be told what they want by travelers from Russia 
or Italy or Mexico. | 

All the same, America has a fair share of fanat- 
ies and inflamed theorists and of ignorant aliens 
who have nd roots in American life. The latter 
are our punishment for lack of foresight and civic 
intelligence. Together they are capable of grave 
disturbances at this time 

The strike in Canada is worthy of serious thought 
and more—of serious action in this country. Ina 
most unéxpected place what seems to be an attempt 
at industrial revolution took place, and its effects 
have spread wider than could have been believed. 
The ostensible issues are a forty-four hour week 
and the recognition of collective bargaining. But 


_the real issue, at least in Winnipeg, if reports are 


accurate, is recognition not of collective bargaining 

but of a soviet control of industry. ‘ 
That is, the Winnipeg unions, having formed a 

central body composed of representatives of all the 


- Jocal employés, demand that it shall be recognized 


by all the employers and by the community. This 
far transcends collective bargaining and runs 


counter to the legitimate trade union organization | 
~ ‘locals and- internationals. From that to a 


soviet form of government is but a step. 

It is useless to shut our eyes to the radicalism of 
this program and the extent to which it has been 
given support through sympathetic strikes in sev- 
eral cities, including Toronto. It is important we 
should face its real character and realize that it is 
a direct attack upon the present industria] system, 
and, in fact, the initiative of revolution. . 

In our opinion, the great majority which believes 
fm representative democracy and in progress 
through the sane evolution of our present indus- 
trial and social order should not ignore this phe- 
nomenon. Revolutions or destructive revolts do 
not require acquiescence of a majority of the peo- 
ple concerned. A group of extremists, fanatic in- 
tellectuals or demagogues, when conditions ms 
ean organize ignorance so as to override the un- 
organized majority and by seizing power can ter- 
rorize them into submission. This happened easily 
in Russia. It has happened also in Hungary and 
4n some instances even in Germany in spite of the 
high level of education in the latter country. It 
would 3 still more difficult in countries both lit- 
erate and prosperous, but even in our own coun- 
try the possibility of damage to our prosperity and 


ef deplorable outbreaks is not absent. 


It is foolish, therefore, even in sane and fortunate 
America, for those who love and believe in our 
institutions to permit organization of revolutionary 
radicalism to go unchallenged by organization to 
Gefeat it. The bolsheviki, the syndicalists, and every 
‘variety of extremist who try to organize ignorance 


’ and discontent to destroy America and substitute 


bolshevik Russia, pour out constant abuse upon 
what they call the bourgeoisie or middle class, 
which, as a matter of fact, in this country means 


_ the overwhelming majority of our people, the farm- 


ers and the greater part of city dwellers, the pros- 
perous mechanics, the clerks, the shopkeepers 
emall and great, the professional classes. None of 
these but have a great deal to lose and nothing to 
gain by the paralysis of business and the setting 
up of a dictatorship which even now in Russia is 
showing its destructive and impotent character. 
We chould, therefore, see to it that we are ready 
to prevent any such tyranny by a few. 

There should be organized a defense of American 
institutions against foreign radicalism, of individ 
walist Gemocracy against bolshevism, of the inter 
ests of the majority of American classes against 
the organization of ignorant discontent and blind 
volt lead by fanaticism. 


SETTLE THE LAKE LEVEL 

| CONTROVERSY. 

In the controversy over the amount of water 
withdrawn from Lake Michigan for sewerage pur- 
poses it has seemed to most Chicago people that 
the government has assumed an unreasonable at- 
titude. The trustees of the sanitary district make 
@ great point of the fact that the average level of 


the lake is higher than it has been for a number 


of years, despite the water that has been diverted 
to the Chicago river and the drainage canals, 


Are we forever to be neighbor to a brawling mis- 
creant? 

In the history of Mexico hardly a year is un- 
punctuated by war. Only during the presidency 
of Porfirio Diaz, the régime of the fron hand, was 
there the semblance of peace and orderly progress. 
With the passing of Diaz passed everything that 
could be made to seem like law and order. 

Since Diaz there have been revolutions almost 
beyond number. It would seem reasonable that 
out of a score of revolutions one might stand 
as the will of the majority. Nothing like it has 
come to pass. No one single revolution has ever 
held the attention of an operative majority in the 
last half dozen years of destruction and slaughter. 
On the contrary, the very revolution itself has 
been split into many revolutions, each fantastically 
arrayed against the other. . 

In the meantime, what of order? The only gov- 
ernment has been that of rebel chieftains; and that 
government liable at any moment to be overthrown 
as quickly as minor chiefs gain sufficient follow- 
ing to present resistance. This process must pro- 
ceed indefinitely until the whole population, con- 
ceivably, is split into as many governmental com: 
ponents as there are human beings, each resisting 
the other and refusing to agree upon any form 
of general conduct. 

If we may predicate anything on experience 
it is that Mexico will not improve its own con- 
dition. Instead of getting together the men who 
should lead are falling farther apart. It is only 
a question of time when each Mexican resolves him- 
self back into individual law. That movement ts 
taking place. Already the inhabitants are no 
longer parts of government, but members of preda- 
tory bands. It is but a step back to the cave 
period. 

It is the act of humane judgment to stop this 


laws of progress, be a healthy, wealthy, and power- 
ful community. The Mexican people have a right 
to live, to have pleasant homes, to cultivate their 
farms, to engage in trade. Foreigners have a right 
to invest their money in Mexico, to trade with 
Mexico, to travel there, and to live peacefully with 
Mexico as an upright and diligent neighbor. 

We shall never have a more propitious time. 
There will be those who resent interference in 
Mexico; but they are those who shrink from the 
inconvenience of performing a generous act for 
humanity at large. There is nothing selfish, noth- 
ing predatory, in the attitude of the United States 
toward Mexico; only the desire to see a potentially 
prosperous nation lifted out of anarchy and placed 
on a plane of substance and order. 

We will not be punishing Mexico; only performing 
a surgical operation which cannot fail to resurrect 
a patient in the last throes of a malady surely 
fatal. Mexico should be put on its feet. If the 
Monroe doctrine is to preserve American republics 
from foreign malignity it certainly ought to be 
humane enough to preserve them from suicide. 


THE PARTIES TO THE TREATY. 
Although the Democratic national organization 
has adopted the treaty of Versailles without read- 
ing it, Republican leadership should keep clear of 
the temptation to accept the partisan challenge, It 
is the duty of Republicans, as of Democrats, 
though the latter officially have taken the opposite 
course, to keep open minds, to study such parts of 
the treaty as are now available and, when the text 
arrives, to study the whole treaty impartially from 
the point of view of American security and inter- 
est. Republican leaders, press and rank and file, 
should do even more. They should study the treaty 
in.a hospitable and constructive spirit, with recog- 
nition of America’s altruistic desire to help bring 
about a better international order. 

Republicanism does not. represent a narrow na- 
tionalism. It has always favored America’s taking 
& proper part in world affairs, meeting courageous- 
ly the larger responsibilities, whether moral or 
material, which world power implies. In Cuba, in 
‘Hawaii, in thé Philippines, in Central America and 
the Caribbean it has favored the assumption and 
energetic fulfillment of international responsibil- 
ity. But Republicanism is not caught by the gla- 
mour of anti-nationalism, sentimental international- 
ism, and it proposes that whatever extension of 
our international responsibilities is provided in the 
treaty of Versailles shall be explicitly limited by 
considerations of American security. It proposes 
that the assumption of obligations shall not weak- 
en American strength or place upon American 
shoulders, now or in the future, burdens the Amer- 
ican people ought not to bear. ; 

The Republican attitude, if what hag not been 
officially formulated or authorized may be given 
a party designation, is simply this: We do not con- 
, Sent to accept with our eyes shut an instrument 
drawn behind closed doors in a foreign capital, in 
a foreign atmosphere, and chiefly by foreign hands. 
We do not concede that Mr. Wilson is infallible or 
that any document approved by him at Paris is 
sacred or that his approval absolves the coirdinate 
branch of our government from its constitutional 
duty to share in the making of treaties. We hold 
that an instrument which calls upon the United 
States seriously to modify its traditional policy of 
noninterference with European controversies and 
to assume new and widely ramifying obligations 
imposes upon the senate, the press, leaders of pub. 
lic opinion and the American people themselves the 
duty of giving the instrument and the policies to 
which it commits us the most searching and ma- 
ture consideration. 4

Breast feeding is much 
less trouble even when the baby is 
When we take into consider- 
ation the much greater likelihood that 
the bottle fed baby will suffer serious 
iliness the advantage is seen to be all 
on the side of breast feeding. 

Another thing, this baby is badly 
trained. Probably wrong training is a 
larger factor than wrong feeding. 

To begin with, the mother did not have 
mueh mother instinct. She had learned 


she had about mothercraft. Even after 
her baby came she was willing to wean 
it because some one told her that she 
would save herself some trouble. The 
result of it all is that her baby is ill 
tempered and she and her husband must 
pay the penalty. That is, unless they 
ean hire some one else to care for the 
baby while they sleep and get back the 
twenty pounds.
